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Constitution of the Convention. 


Article 1. The name of this convention shall be The Connecticut 
Baptist Convention. 

Art. 2. The design of this Convention shall be to promote the cause 
of Christ by fostering feeble churches, supplying destitute places with 
the Gospel, aiding in the missionary enterprise, and circulating the Word 
of God. 

Art. 3. This convention shall consist of delegates from the Baptist 
churches in Connecticut of the same faith and order as the present associ- 
ated Baptist churches. Each church may be represented by its pastor and 
one delegate; and each church of more than one hundred members, by 
its pastor and two delegates ; each church of more than two hundred mem- 
bers, by its pastor and three delegates ; each church of more than three 
hundred members, by its pastor and four delegates; each church of more 
than four hundred members, by its pastor and five delegates. No church 
shall be entitled to more than five delegates besides its pastor; provided, 
hoicever, that if a church has no pastor it may send a delegate in his place; 
and every church having a Sunday-school connected therewith may elect 
and send an additional delegate to represent the Sunday-school. 

Art. 4. The officers of the Convention shall be a President, Vice- 
President, Secretary, Statistical Secretary, Treasurer, Auditor, and as 
many trustees as the Convention may direct, not exceeding thirty-three, 
five of whom shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of business 
during the recess of the Convention. These officers shall be ex officio 
members of the Board of Trustees, and shall be elected annually ; the 
President, Vice-President, Secretary, and Treasurer, by ballot; and the 
others in such manner as the Convention shall prescribe. The President 
shall preside at all meetings of the Convention and of the Trustees: in his 
absence, the Vice-President; and in the absence of both, a President 
pro tern. The Secretary shall keep an account of the proceedings, and 
act as Superintendent of Missions, if requested by the Convention. The 
Treasurer shall take charge of all funds received, and keep a separate 
bank account of such moneys. He shall report to the Trustees when 
required, and annually to the Convention. The Trustees shall meet at 
the call of the Secretary, and at such times as may be deemed necessary, 
for the transaction of business, and shall make all needed appropriations. 

Art. 5. The Convention shall meet annually, on such day in October, 
and at such place and hour, as may be appointed, by a vote of the body, 
and its business shall be transacted agreeably to such rules and arrange- 
ments as the Convention may adopt. 

Art. 6. This Constitution may be amended only at an annual meeting 
and by vote of two-thirds of the members present. 


Arrangement of Business. 


1. The Convention shall meet on Tuesday preceding the third Wednes- 
day in October, at 11 o’clock a. m., and the morning shall be allotted to 
the business of organization, receiving and entering the names of delegates, 
hearing the reports of the Board, Treasurer, etc. ; election of officers, 
appointment of committees, and other miscellaneous business, if time 
shall allow. 

2. Tuesday afternoon shall be devoted to the consideration of Domestic 
Missions. 

3. The Annual Sermon before the Convention shall be preached on 
Tuesday evening. 

4. Wednesday forenoon shall be devoted to the Education Society. 

5. Wednesday afternoon shall he occupied with Home and Foreign 
Missions, and other objects contemplated by this Convention. 

6. Thursday forenoon, if necessary, shall be devoted to unfinished and 
miscellaneous business. 


Things to he Specially Remembered. 


LEGACIES. 

Form of a Legacy. — I also give and bequeath to The Connecticut 
Baptist Convention dollars, land, houses, or other property, 

for the purpose of the Convention, as specified in the act of incorporation 
And I hereby direct my executor or executors to pay said sum to the 
Treasurer of said Convention, taking his receipt for it, within 
months after my decease. [If real estate is devised, describe the premises 
with exactness — both lots and buildings.] 

For the Building Fund. — I give and devise to The Connecticut 
Baptist Convention, money, lands, houses, bonds — as the case may be — 
for the Building Fund, to aid in procuring or paying for suitable Houses 
of Worship for Mission Churches. 

A similar form will answer for The Connecticut Baptist Education 
Society. Only be careful to specify the name. 
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CHURCHES CONTRIBUTING. 

All churches sending delegates to the Convention are hound, by their 
obligations to God and their brethren, to make annual contribution to its 
Treasury, and none, large or small, ought, in any case, to fail in this 
important duty. They are requested to be very particular and exact in 
their appointment of delegates and designation of funds, and see that 
these funds are placed in the Treasury, and published in the Minutes of 
the Convention, 


APPROPRIATIONS. 

Quarterly reports of their condition, financial and religious, ought to be 
made to the Secretary of the Convention, by the pastors and clerks of all 
churches aided. 

Applications for aid must be made by the formal action of the church 
seeking it, signed by the clerk or pastor, with a plain statement of their 
condition and wants, to be submitted to the Board. 

Appropriations shall be withheld from churches which neglect to make 
contributions to the four following objects : State Missions, the Education 
Society, Foreign Missions, and Home Missions; and the evidence of such 
contributions shall be the books and reports of the Treasurers. 

No moneys ought to be credited to Domestic or State Missions which 
were not placed in the Treasury of the Convention for that purpose. 

All statistics respecting members and finances ought to be precise 
and accurate.

SIXTY-THIRD ANNUAL SESSION 

OP THE 

CONNECTICUT BAPTIST CONVENTION. 


Wateebuby, Conn., Oct. 18, 1886. 

The Sixty-third Annual Meeting of the Connecticut Baptist 
Convention was convened in the Meeting-house of the First Bap- 
tist Church of Waterhury on the above date. The Convention 
was called to order by the President, Willis S. Bronson of Hart- 
ford, at 10.34 o’clock a. m. Hymn 502, “How Firm a Founda- 
tion, Ye Saints of the Lord,” was sung — Rev. H. P. Smith leading 
the singing, and Rev. G. F. Genung playing the organ. Rev. A. G. 
Palmer, D.D., led in prayer, and hymn 208, “ Come, Thou Almighty 
King,” was sung. 

The Committee of Arrangements reported, through Rev. L. L. 
Potter, an order of business which, with very slight changes, was 
followed throughout the session of the Convention. 

The pastor of the church. Rev. J. W. Richardson, being pre- 
vented by illness from attending, a very cordial welcome was 
extended by Bro. W. C. Myers .to the hospitalities of the church 
and the homes of the Christian people of Waterbury. Members 
of other churches had kindly proffered their hospitality, and abun. 
dant provision had been made for the accommodation of all the 
delegates and friends. 

The Constitution was read, as required, by the Secretary. 

The President appointed the committee on the nomination of 
officers for the Convention for 1886-7, viz.: A. J. Crofut, Rev. 
W. V. Garner from Fairfield County Association; Rev. C. A-. Pid- 
dock, Rev. W. H. Butrick from New Haven Association; Rev. 
J. R. Stubbert, Hon. James W. Manning from Ashford Associa- 
tion; Rev. P. A. Nordell, Rev. C. G. Roberts from New London 
Association; Rev. I. F. Stidham, J. L. Denison from Hartford Asso- 
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ciation; Rev. A. G. Palmer, Rev. A. J. Chandler from Stonington 
Union Association. 

The report of the Board was read by the Secretary, accepted, 
and ordered to be printed. The following is the report: 

REPORT OF THE BOARD. 

On again coming before the Convention with our Annual Report, we 
are reminded of the swiftness of the flight of time. It seems aln:ost 
incredible that twelve whole months have passed over us since our last 
anniversary. We gratefully recognize the Divine goodness continued 
toward us another year. Your Board having discharged their duties, sub- 
mit the following : 

We speak first of those whose labors are ended. 

Rev. Alfred Billings Tefpt died at Spring Hill in Mansfleld, March 
15, 1886, in the 65th year of his age. He was born in Exeter, R. I., May 
4, 1821, and united with the Baptist church in that place in June, 1844. 
He began to exercise his gifts as a preacher early in 1855, and in October, 
1856, he was ordained to the work of the ministry at Exeter. In August 
following he became pastor of the church in Voluntown, Conn., where 
he labored three years and a half. His next pastorate was at Chesterfield, 
w here he continued four years. His next and longest pastorate was over 
the Second church in Waterford, which began in April, 1865, and ended 
in January, 1884, a period of almost nineteen years. From Waterford he 
went to Spring Hill, where, after a brief period, labor gave place to suf- 
fering and suffering terminated in the saint’s rest. He was a godly man, 
unworldly and unselfish, a daily illustration of the truth which he 
preached. He was modest and undemonstrative. His preaching was 
Biblical and instructive. His grasp of truth was strong. He was deeply 
interested in the whole field of gospel labor at home and abroad. He was 
a systematic giver to the cause of jnissions. He was one of those men 
whose worth is not recognized until they are gone; and then we begin to 
realize how much we miss them. 

Rev. Davis T. Shailer. This beloved servant of God, and able min- 
ister of the Gospel, fell asleep in Jesus “in a full age, like as a shock of 
corn cometh in in its season,” at his home in Haddam, October 15, 1886. 
His age was eighty-four years and seven months. He was born in the 
town where he died. He studied theology at the Newton Institution. He 
was instrumental in gathering and organizing the Baptist church in Bran- 
ford, was its first pastor, and served it in that relation eight years. His 
other pastorates were at Dorchester, Mass., three years, at Becket, Mass., 
eight years, at Somanauk, 111., three years, and at Haddam, his native 
place, eight years. These pastorates covered a period of thirty years. 
In all of them he witnessed precious revivals of religion attending his 
ministry, and giving increase of numbers and strength to the churches. 
He was a Biblical preacher, giving clear and thoughtful unfoldings of 
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the blessed Gospel of Christ. He was a faithful and warm-hearted pas- 
tor, caring kindly and lovingly for all in the flock, and he left a fragrant 
memory in each field of labor. He was ill four weeks, and was prepared 
and waiting for the blessed change. His mind was calm and peaceful. 
He greeted very pleasantly all visitors, whether old or young. In response 
to the inquiry of his pastor, Rev. George H. Lester, who visited him 
almost daily, he expressed satisfaction in enjoying the comfort and pres- 
ence of Jesus. He wanted to depart and see his gracious Saviour. His 
end was peace. 

Rev. Alva Gregory died in Easton, April 1, 1886, in the 89th year of 
his aare. He was born in that town December 10, 1797, and spent the 
larger portion of his life there. He was converted and united with the 
church in that place in early manhood. In 1831, he was ordained as 
pastor of the newly-formed church in Willimantic, where he labored three 
years, when failing health compelled him to retire to his old home. He 
acted as an occasional supply for pastorless churches. When the church 
at Stepney was formed he removed to that place to aid in sustaining the 
interest there. There was a time when he served this church as pastor, 
but a chronic bronchial affection prevented him from stated preaching for 
any considerable period. Being possessed of moderate means, he devoted 
his income, beyond what was absolutely needed to supply the wants of 
his family, to promote the cause of Christ at home and abroad. He was 
ever the friend and helper of the pastor. He continued steadfast in the 
faith, having witnessed a good confession. 

Of those who have passed away during the year, who have had pastor- 
ates in this State, we may mention Rev. Greenleaf S. Webb, D.D., 
who died in New Brunswick, N. J., January 33, 1886, having reached his 
ninety-seventh year. He was ordained in Stamford in June, 1816, and 
served as pastor there about five years. He was many years a pastor in 
New Jersey and was for a season collecting agent for the Missionary 
Union. Years ago he retired from continuous pastoral work, and was 
revered and honored as a patriarch by the ministry in New JersejL 

Rev. Jeremiah Chaplin, D.D., who died at New Utrecht, Long 
Island, March 5, 1886, at the age of 73 years, was for a time pastor of the 
church in Norwalk. He had pastorates in Bangor, Me., and in Dedham, 
East Abington, and Newton, Mass. He was the author of several works, 
among which are “ Memorial Hour” and “Life of President Dunster. 

Rev. Silas Illsley, who died at Syracuse, N. Y., July 3, 1886, at an 
advanced age, was for a time pastor of the church in Essex in this State. 
Most of his ministerial life was in the State of New York. For several 
years his feeble health prevented him from doing regular pastoral work. 

Rev. Ralph H. Maine, who died in Vineland, N. J., July 5, 1886, 
spent the larger portion of his life in this State. He was born in North 
Stoningtqn in April, 1816, and had at his death entered on his seventy- 
first year. He was converted in early life, prepared for college at Suffleld, 
and graduated from Trinity College, Hartford. He was ordained at 
Tariffville in May, 1846. He was also pastor at Winthrop, again at Tariff- 
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ville, at Bloomfield, and at Plain ville. He subsequently bad pastorates in 
Vermont and Massacbusetts. The last seven years of his life were spent 
in Vineland without a pastoral charge. 

There are others who have finished their course during the year whose 
memories will be cherished. Among them we may mention Dea. Joseph 
L. Bennett, who died in Providence, R. I., January 7, 1886, in the 
ei ghty -first year of his age. In Plartford, in Norwich, in New London, 
and elsewhere he was known as an earnest worker, gifted in exhortation 
and familiar with the Word of God. 

Dea. Hoeatio E. Day, who died June 14, 1886, in Concord, N. H., 
at the home of his son-in-law. Dr. C. B. Crane, will be remembered for 
his steadfast loyalty to the Master. He lacked but a few days of being 
seventy-two years of age. He united with the South Baptist Church in 
Hartford, in 1888, and some years later was chosen one of its deacons, in 
which office he remained till death. He was a man of large charity and 
an exemplary Christian. 

Dea. Alanbon H. Hough, M.D., died in Essex, Aug. 18, 1886, at the 
age of 75 years. He had held the office of deacon in the church in that 
place forty-six years. He was steadfast in the faith and testified his love 
to the cause of Christ by his life-long devotion to the interests of Zion. 

Meetings op the Boakd. 

There have been held three meetings of the Board of Trustees — at 
Willimantic, January 25th, at New London, April 8th, and at Crescent 
Beach, July 26th, with an average attendance of thirteen. There has also 
been held two sessions of the Executive Committee — at New Haven, 
December 7, 1885, and at Hartford, February 22d. These meetings have 
been full of interest, and much discussion as to the methods of accom- 
plishing our work has been had. The churches assisted this year have 
been : Greeneville, Shelton, Mt. Calvary in Norwich, New Hartford, Corn- 
wall Hollow, North Colebrook, South Colebrook, White Hills, Rowayton, 
Plainville, Tolland, Pendleton Hill. Poquonnoc Bridge, Spring Hill (Mans- 
field), Eastford, Bloomfield, Sterling, College Street (Cornwall), Bantam, 
Memorial (Hartford), German (New Britain), Swedish (Bridgeport), in all 
twenty-two churches. Some of these have a small membership, while 
others have sueh numbers that would seem to preclude the necessity of 
calling upon the Convention for aid. 

The Board have also, through its committee, brethren Piddock, Samson, 
and Butrick, assisted the Shelton church in removing its meeting-house to 
a more favorable location, obligating the Convention in the sum of $1,500 
for the purchase of the new lot, thereby encouraging them to more activity, 
giving them increasing congregations, and building them up in numbers 
and respectability. 

The church at New Hartford has been assisted by the Board in building 
a parsonage, by the loan of $1,000, for which they agree to pay six per 
cent, interest semi-annually. They are also encouraged by this help to 
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. assist in endeavoring to build up the Master’s Kingdom by earnest work 

^ and by prayer. 

Another object that has commended itself to the Board has been the 
church at Rockville, in its endeavor to procure a place of its own in which 
to worship God. We have paid for the services of a brother who has 
‘ preached to them on the Sabbath, and led them in raising money to sup- 

ij plement a fund on hand and what has been raised by the Sunday-schools 

I of the State! We have promised them $1,500 when a sufficient amount 

shall have been procured to nearly finish their church edifice — $400 of 
which has already been paid to them. 

' These and other matters have occupied the time spent in our sessions, 

and we are encouraged to think that our labors have not been in vain. 

Missionaries. 

Toward the last of July of this year. Rev. T. Clafford, our Swedish 
missionary, voluntarily closed his connection with the Convention in order 
to return to his home in Sweden for the further prosecution of his studies. 
We parted with him regretfully, knowing his labors in the Lord. Brother 
Clafford’s work in the State has been blessed in the conversion of some of 
his countrymen and the ingathering of others who might have been influ- 
enced to join themselves to other denominations. He reports in the last 
ten months visits to Meriden, Waterbury, Danbury, Georgetown, Bridge- 
port, New Haven, Middletown, Bristol, and Portland, besides his labors 
at his home in New Britain, during which time he preached 182 sermons, 
attended 41 prayer-meetings, made 194 visits, baptized 14, and distributed 
i a large number of tracts and copies of religious papers. He had to con- 

■ ^ tend with a deep-seated prejudice among his people in favor of the 

Lutherans, in which faith many were born and educated. He sailed from 
New York on Saturday, July 31st. 

On the first of July, in accordance with a previous vote of the Executive 
Committee, the Rev. S. Kornmaier, our German missionary in the Nauga- 
I tuck Valley, closed his labors. From' October to July he reported having 

i preached 72 sermons, attended 41 prayer-meetings, made 227 pastoral 

' visits, and baptized 1. He labored only in three places, — Waterbury, 

where he resided, Seymour, and Meriden. The German Conference has in 
I view a person to recommend for appointment on this field, but to this time 

I no one has been engaged by the Home Mission Society, who act in con- 

j junction with the Convention in the support of a missionary. In the mean- 

time the meetings and Sunday-schools have been conducted by the brethren 
“• - in the different localities. 

Rev. A. S. Brown has been continued this year at Rockville. The work 
has grown under his ministrations, and he reports large congregations 
throughout the summer, notwithstanding the hall in which they worship 
^ has been uncomfortable, the room having been full at the services, prayer- 

meetings sustained in a remarkable manner, young people’s meetings a 
source of power and interest. They have received five by baptism, and 
five by letter, and others waiting baptisip when the baptistry shall be 
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ready. The withdrawals have been hut few. The church edifice has been 
begun and is rapidly approaching completion, at a cost of only about 
$7,000. Brother Brown seems to be peculiarly fitted for such a place, he 
having won the love and confidence of all, and with a union of love for 
souls with a good business education has pushed the desire of many hearts 
to a successful issue. 

Rev. S. H. Etienne was employed by authority of this Board to labor 
among the French Canadians in Putnam and vicinity from March 1st, and 
voluntarily withdrew on the first of July, having been in our employ four 
months. 

Changes. 

There have come into the State as pastors — Revs. G. N. Ballantyne to 
Groton Bank, W. L. Francis to Stonington Third, P. S. Evans to Grand 
Street, New Haven, H. A. Delano to South Norwalk, John R. Gow to 
East Washington Avenue, Bridgeport, Wallace Crocker to Lyme, C. F. 
Gordon to Cornwall Hollow, J. W. Brigham to Spring Hill, Mansfield, 
Rev. C. G. Roberts to Mt. Calvary Church. 

There have removed from the State — Revs. Delevan Dewolf from Bristol 
to Salem, N. J. , J. D. Herr, D. D., from Central Norwich to Milwaukee, 
Wis., A. F. Perry from Deep River to Tremont Church, New York City, 
J. H. Moehlmann from German, Meriden, to Racine, Wis., E. S. Gardiner 
from Plantsville to Medfield, Mass., F. H. Cooper from Preston City to 
East Marion, L. I. 

The changes in the State have been — Revs. A. A. Robinson from East- 
ford to Packerville, W. B. Vassar from Yalesville to Winthrop, E. S. 
Holloway from Greeneville to Plantsville, W. R. Terry from New Canaan 
to Montowese, H. G. Smith from Bloomfield, E. Lathrop, D.D., from 
Stamford, J. Burnett from Tariffville, W. B. Smith from West Wood- 
stock, S. Gale from Third Stonington, G. J. GaNun from Cornwall 
Hollow, J. A. Weimar from German, New Britain, to German, Meriden. 

There have been five ordinations — James G. Ditmars at Shelton, 
Joseph McKean at Preston City, A. S. Brown at Hartford, E. B. Elmer 
at Bantam Falls, Joseph H. Biddle at Westford. 

Otjr Work among the Germans. 

Twenty-five years ago the beginning of the work among the Germans 
in this State showed itself in the gathering of a few of that nationality 
and their union with the First Baptist Church in New Haven. For some 
years there was no separate organization, until in 1862 a church was 
formed, being dependent on the Convention for aid. In 1872 another 
church was organized at Meriden, and in 1883 still another at New Britain. 
Each began with few in numbers and weak financially but strong in faith. 
Their growth has been slow but steady. The church in New Haven now 
reports two Sunday-schools, a woman’s missionary society, a young ladies’ 
missionary society, a young men’s Christian association, a young people’s 
prayer-meeting, a tract sopiety, aud other societies for Christian work. 
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sending out helpers^ where needed among their fellow-countrymen. The 
Meriden church soon after its formation secured the services of Eev. J. H. 
Moehlmann as their pastor, who remained with them until April of this 
year, when he felt compelled to withdraw, and has removed from the 
State. Their growth has also been good, encouraged by the wise counsels 
of the two churches in Meriden. The New Britain church was formed 
out of the membership of the First Church three years ago, and under the 
earnest preaching of Rev. J. A. Weimar has grown to good proportions, 
adding twenty-three by baptism in 1885. They are now without a pastor. 
Quite a number of Germans have united with the East Washington Avenue 
Church in Bridgeport, hoping in the near future to form a church, with a 
brother Wm. Ritzmaun, who has been laboring among them since June 
1st of this year, as pastor, and the Board has been called upon for aid 
in his support. This portion of our denomination are characterized by 
earnestness and faith, which, added to the grace of God, make them 
valuable as Christian citizens. We are informed that the German Con- 
ference has opened correspondence with Rev. Koopmann, at present in 
Kentucky, who is willing to take up the work among the Germans in the 
Naugatuck Valley, provided sufficient encouragement is given. 

Among the Swedes. 

Another important field has been opened to us through the labors of 
Rev. T. Clafford, mentioned elsewhere, and needing the fostering care of 
this Convention. The large numbers of young men and women who have 
sought a home and employment in our manufacturing cities and towns 
seem to call for more work in their behalf than has hitherto been expended. 
Only three churches have to this time been organized, one at Bridgeport, 
under the pastoral care of Rev. J. Westerbury, one in New Britain, and 
one in New Haven. 


Among the French Canadians. 

Since the resignation of Rev. S. H. Etienne, we have had no missionary 
for this class of our population, although they are occasionally visited by 
the missionary of the Home Missionary Society, Rev. S. Williams, located 
in Springfield. The method of work among this class is perhaps more 
peculiar than that carried on in any other section of our State, owing to 
their relations to the church in which they have been brought up. It is 
reported that many of them will not receive the visits of a Protestant 
missionary unless made in the evening or at such times as will secuie them 
from the observations of the parish priest and those more intolerant among 
them. It needs a person of faith, courage, and perseverance to labor in 
the face of opposition coming from such a source. The field is large, 
embracing nearly all the towns in the eastern part of the State wheie theie 
is a cotton-mill. The committee appointed by the Board will report on 
needs of this field. 
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Reports from Missionary Churches. 

Pastor C. W. Potter sends from Rowayton church the following: “On 
account of sickness I have been absent nine weeks. On re-entering my 
pulpit, was greeted with a full house. We hope to make good progress 
this winter. 1 have a large proportion of young people. It is a good field 
and should be held. I find good people, and am treated well by every 
one. The debt on the church is a drawback — a burden too heavy to 
carry. The church cannot pay it. If help for a part of it could be given, 

I should try to raise a part here.” 

Rev. J. W. Brigham, the new pastor at Spring Hill, writes: “A grow- 
ing interest is felt by a number. This is manifested in the earnest atten- 
tion given to the preaching of the Word and in an expressed desire for a 
special service in a near vicinity. A young people’s meeting is sustained, 
in which God is evidently working, is an encouraging feature. ... I have 
regular appointments in two out-stations for Sunday afternoon pleaching, 
and gospel service in our church Sunday evening.” 

Mt Calvary church, Norwich, seems to have started anew on the settle- 
ment of their new pastor, Rev C. G. Roberts, last August. They have 
issued cards of invitation and direction, and for monthly contributions. 
They write of their pastor: “Asa church we are happy to state that he 
has effected much good since his relations began with us. We have been 
signally blessed with the Divine favor, and have the Word of God 
preached in its purity.” As a people they are poor and need the assistance 
of the Convention. 

The church in Shelton has been one of the principal objects of care of 
the Board this year on account of the importance of the field, only one 
other church being in the village. On the resignation of Rev. W. L. 
Giles they were without a pastor until, through the influence of some of 
our Board, Jas. G. Ditmars, a young brother who had just completed his 
studies, was ordained to the ministry and called to the pastorate. Finding 
the location of the meeting-house not suited to the wants of the people and 
the accommodation of the community, they consulted with several and 
determined on its removal. In their letter to the Fairfield County Asso- 
ciation they say: “By assistance of the New Haven Bible School Associa- 
tion we have been enabled to cancel our past indebtedness. Not least 
among our blessings are the renewed interest manifested in the study of 
God’s°Word in the sanctuary, and the interest outsiders are showing in 
our work for the Master. Especially gratifying to the pastor and older 
members is the interest taken by the young people of the church and 
congregation.” 

New Canaan church has a nominal membership of forty-six, being a 
decrease of eight from last year’s report. On the first of last November 
their pastor resigned, and since then have had preaching services but 
twice. Their Sunday-school has been closed from the same date. Prayer- 
meetings were held Sunday mornings and evenings until hot weather, but 
not well attended. 

Newtown is another small church in the Fairfield County Associa- 
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tioD, with only thirty-four members. Services have been held occasion- 
ally in their meeting-house by the Congregational and Episcopal clergy- 
men of the town. 

White Hills church is ministered to by Rev. S. Gl. Silliman. Extra meet- 
ings have been held, with assistance from some of the neighboring clergy, 
and a general growth of interest in church and congregation. They 
report: “Cushioned pews, new carpets, and newly-finished walls testify 
to the hopeful and harmonious spirit of the community around us.” 

New Milford First (Northville) is stated to have only eleven members, 
and is apparently dead, as no report has been received. 

The Swedish and Messiah churches of Bridgeport do not report to their 
Association their membership or contributions. 

North Stonington First is still favored by the services of Rev. D. F. 
Chapman as pastor. They have lost the past year some of their most 
substantial members, which they say “is like moving the hub from the 
wheel,” but with aid they have painted the outside of their meeting-house. 

We have assisted Sterling to maintain a pastor. Rev. E. S. Plill, for- 
merly of Montowese church, now ministers to them. Under his preach- 
ing a few have been converted, and their meetings have been interesting 
and profitable. “They have paid for a bell for their meeting-house, and 
beautified their house of worship by painting it, and the pastor has raised 
money for the whole.” 

Packerville, Rev. A. A. Robinson, pastor, is another of our missionary 
churches, with a membership of one hundred and six. They report: 
“Spiritually and financially we are about the same as last year.” 

From Ledyard there has been received no letter or statistics. Their 
membership is put at forty-two. 

Rev. G. W. Pendleton is still with the Poquonnoc Bridge church. 
Their meetings have been regularly sustained, and harmony seems to pre- 
vail. They have a membership of one hundred and nine. 

Salem has no pastor, and but a small membership, forty-three being the 
number reported. They have had but few preaching services, and hold 
no Sunday-school. 

From Canton we have no news. The few Baptists that remain are not 
enough to support preaching. 

Tariffville. Brother W. W. West is still with them, endeavoring to 
supply the place of a regular pastor. 

Bantam and College Street churches have an efficient pastor in Rev. 
E. B. Elmer. Bantam has been encouraged by the accession of fourteen, 
who have been baptized into the church as the result of faithful labor. 

Plainville church has also been blessed in the reception of ten persons. 
They report: “ Our growth is slow, but we are certainly on the up grade; 
some of the hindrances are disappearing. The church seems confident 
and hopeful.” 

New Hartford church is united in their pastor. Rev. P. F. Spencer. 
They, too, report nineteen received by baptism. If all the Baptist 
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cliurches in our State manifested the pushing qualities of this little hand 
we should hear less of such expressions as “outlook dark,” etc. 

Kockville has been mentioned elsewhere. 

North and South Colebrook still have the gospel preached to them by 
their pastor, Rev. Wm. Goodwin, who has a hard field to cultivate. 

Memorial, of Hartford, is increasing in numbers, having added twenty- 
two by baptism and thirteen by letter, and three by experience' this year. 
This is a growing church and should be encouraged. 

Second Ashford (Westford) has settled a pastor. Rev. Joseph H. Biddle, 
who was ordained on Sept. 15th. They have a membership of thirty-three. 

Tolland, Rev. B. J. Savage, pastor, has been assisted this year. Their 
membership is seventy. They have held interesting union services with a 
good result. 

After the reading of the Report of the Board, the Convention 
joined in singing hymn 168, “ Majestic sweetness sits enthroned.” 

The Treasurer read an abstract of his report, and a communica- 
tion concerning the character of the Trust Funds held by him, and 
the disposition made of them. The Treasurer’s Report was, on 
motion of Rev. T. S. Samson, accepted and ordered to be printed 
in the Minutes. On motion of Hon. James L. Howard, the Treas- 
urer was requested to furnish for record in the Minutes the paper 
which he had read. 

The President read a statement of the present financial condition 
of the Convention. 

The President announced the Committee on Resolutions : Rev. 
L. L. Potter, Rev. W. V. Garner, D. D., Rev. A. G. Palmer, D. D., 
Rev. J. R. Stubbert, Rev. J. V. Garton, and Rev. G. P. 
Genung. 

Sang the hymn, “Brethren, while we sojourn here.” 

The Committee to nominate officers for the coming year 
reported, through Rev. Dr. A. G. Palmer, the following names :

Rev. Dr. Palmer introduced his report wdth the following words 
of address to President W. S. Bronson : 
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Mr. President , — The Committee on Nominations have confided to me 
the very pleasant part of conveying to you and your fellow workers their 
assurance of personal regard, and also of their high appreciation of the 
fidelity by which your administration has been distinguished. Pending 
the discussion, elicited by the report of your positive wish to be retired 
from the exhausting cares and labors of executive responsibility, we felt 
a quickened sense of the value of your service in this department. We 
remember with what enthusiastic courage, intelligent zeal, and generous 
aims you entered upon your official work; and if you have not fully 
realized your expectations in such improved methods of action as you saw 
to be needful, and in such enlarged fruitfulness as the whitened fields 
seemed to promise, yet we assure you that, in the judgment of the com- 
mittee, the failure has not been from the want of wise counsels and un- 
tiring industries on your part, but from the scantiness of the resources 
placed at your command ; or perhaps because your estimates of the work 
exceeded the practical possibilities of the times. But you have not 
labored in vain. You have laid the foundation for others to build upon. 
Nowhere is it more true than in administrative trusts “one man soweth, 
and another reapeth” — others will finish what you have begun. 

And now, while I can find no fitting words to express my own sense of 
the genial spirit and courteous manner which has marked your relation, 
equally to the Convention, the Board, and the Executive Committee, yet 
I assure you, my brother, you have the united and heartful testimony of 
the entire Convention, that, in the administration of its affairs, through 
your entire official term, you have done wisely and well. 

On motion of Rev. T. S. Samson, the Secretary was ordered to 
cast the ballot of the Convention for the nominees, who were then 
declared duly elected. 

Hon. Francis Wayland, the newly elected President, made a 
brief address on taking the chair, expressing his sense of obliga- 
tion to the Convention for the honor, and offering timely sug- 
gestions as to the further prosecution of the work of the Conven- 
tion, and the imperative need of enlarged contributions. 

Cn motion of Rev. T. S. Samson it was voted that Dr. Palmer be 
requested to furnish to the Secretary the substance of his address 
to ex-President W. S. Bronson on his retirement from office, that 
it may be printed in the Minutes. Hon. Francis Wayland was 
also requested to furnish his opening address for the same 
purpose. 

Rev. T. S. Samson, Rev. P. A. Nordell, D. D., and Hon. James 
W. Manning were appointed a committee to prepare a resolution as 
a testimonial to the retiring Treasurer, James Lockwood, for his 
fidelity in office.

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Eev. J. E. Stubbert was substituted on the Committee on Enroll- 
ment, which was appointed last year, in place of Eev. D. Dewolf, 
who had left the State. 

The President called on the several standing committees to be 
ready with their reports, which were to be given in the Afternoon 
Session. 

After singing the hymn “ I am Thine, 0 Lord,” the Convention 
adjourned till 2 p. m. 


Tuesday Apteknoon. 

The Convention was called to order promptly at 2 p. m. by the 
President. After singing “Come Holy Spirit, Heavenly Dove,” 
prayer was offered by Eev. C. A. Piddock. 

While awaiting the adjournment of the Women’s Missionary 
Meeting, opportunity was offered for the interchange of views 
touching the interests of the Convention. Eev. T. S. Samson was 
called on and spoke effectively on the prospects of Convention 
work, and of what is most needed for the prosperity of the 
churches, and the progress of the Eedeemer’s Kingdom. 

President Wayland spoke encouragingly and stimulatingly on 
the spirit of benevolence, and illustrated by reference to work done 
for the Mexican Mission by First Church Branch School. People 
only needed to be shown the need, and money would be forthcom- 
ing. A special effort of benevolence increased the ordinary con- 
tributions of the school. Eev. C. A. Piddock emphasized the need 
of greatly enlarging the work of the Convention, and promised a 
considerable increase of contributions from the First Middletown 
Church. Hon. James L. Howard promised that the old church in 
Hartford should at least not fall behind its record, and hoped to 
increase fifty per cent. President Wayland hoped the increase 
would be made, on the largest and not the smallest collection — said 
the denomination was increasing in numbers — and there should 
be a general advance alt along the line. Eev. Dr. Palmer said that 
in a church he knew of there was no difficulty in raising money 
after a genuine revival of religion — one young man on being 
remonstrated with for the largeness of his gifts said “ When I was 
wicked I sacrificed freely to the Devil — now why should I not 
sacrifice even more freely to the service of the Lord who bought 
me ? ” Eev. Mr. Stubbert urged that the true principle was “ little 
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from the many — not much from a few” — so more would he 
secured, and more would share in the blessing. Rev. Mr. Lockhart 
pledged his church to “all I can get out of them.” 

On motion of Rev. J. R. Stubbert a committee to prepare a uni- 
form blank form for statistics of the churches was appointed by 
the President, viz.: Rev. J. R. Stubbbert, Rev. G. P. Genung, and 
Rev. P. S. Evans. 

The committee on nominating Trustees of the Convention re- 
ported through Hon. James L. Howard, as follows: Rev. Edward 
Lathrop, D.D., Rev. A G. Palmer, D.D., J. B. Hoyt, Hon. James 

L. Howard, Rev. A. C. Hubbard, D.D., J. W. Dimock, E. Morgan, 
A. J. Crofut, Edward Miller, James Newcomb, W. H. Potter, 
Isaac Anderson, C. P. Setchel, Rev. George H. Miner, J ames Lock- 
wood, Professor M. H. Smith, Rev. J. P. Brown, Rev. C. W. Potter, 
Rev. S. D. Phelps, D.D., Rev. T. S. Samson, M. E. Morriss, Rev. 
J. V. Garton, Rev. C. A. Piddock, Rev. W. H. Butrick, Rev. G 

M. Stone, D.D., Thomas W. Potter, Rev. G. W. Holman, A. J. 
Shipley, Rev. A. E. Reynolds, Rev. Kittridge Wheeler, Willis S. 
Bronson, Rev. I. P. Stidham. 

Report accepted, and the persons named were duly elected. 

Rev. T. S. Samson reported from the committee appointed for 
that purpose the following : 

Resolved, That in the voluntary retirement of Mr. James Lockwood 
from the office of Treasurer of this Convention, which he has filled for 
the last twelve years, we desire to place upon permanent record our high and 
grateful appreciation of the ability and self-denying fidelity with which he 
has discharged the' duties of his office. Assuming office at a critical time 
in the affairs of the Convention, he has, by his wise and experienced man- 
agement of its investments, placed them in a sound financial condition, 
and has, in all respects, administered the trusts committed to him to the 
entire satisfaction of the churches of the Convention. We tender him an 
expression of sincere thanks, and a wish for his continued happiness and 
usefulness in the service of our common Lord. 

The above resolution was unanimously and heartily adopted. 

Rev. Dr. A. P. Mason addressed the Convention on the claims 
of the American Baptist Home Mission Society, on the benevolence 
of the churches. 

Sang the hymn “Uplift the Banner, Let it Ploat.” 

The committee on Sunday-school work reported, through Rev. 
P. L. Knapp, as follows ; 
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Mr. Pre&ident and Baptists of Connecticut. 

Your committee respectfully report: 1st. There seems to be nothing 
special to report; which means that our Sunday-schools throughout the 
State are doing earnest, united, and efhcient service in gathering the young 
especially into their folds, and into the fold of Christ. And, by faithfully 
teaching the Word, they are performing a service whose importance is con- 
stantly increasing, in adding to the number of intelligent Christian work- 
ers in our State. Comparing the reports of the Sunday-schools with the 
reports from the churches, we cannot fail to be impressed with the fact 
that almost the entire number of those who are uniting with our churches 
are coming from the Sunday-schools, and we bjelieve they are coming with 
a good degree of intelligence, and with convictions concerning the doctrines 
of God’s Word. 

During the year now closing the Sunday-schools have made, not rapid, 
but considerable progress. And while even this measure of success is 
gratifying, your committee would submit that the multitudes of unshelt- 
ered children in our State are loudly calling to us for Sunday-.school homes, 
and demanding more aggressive measures: and would very humbly sug- 
gest that some plan should be devised which shall result in the formation 
of Baptist Sunday-schools, where they are needed, and such encouragement 
for those now existing as may be practicable.

The report was accepted and ordered printed. 

The Committee on Temperance reported as follows: 

Whereas, the suppression of the evil of intemperance has come to be the 
most prominent question before the people of this country; and. 
Whereas, the saloon, from being in time past a passive nuisance, has 
become an aggressive power, organized, defiant of law, creating and 
enlarging its traffic by a skillful and deadly propagandism, endangering 
the existence as well as the health of the nation; and 
Whereas, all methods of license hitherto operated have failed in effective 
restriction; and 

Whereas, every body of Christian people are called upon to put them- 
selves on record unanimously in regard to their position, therefore, 
ResoUed, That this Convention does put itself on record as an advocate 
of prohibitory legislation; does protest against the present subserviency of 
parties to saloon dictation, and does earnestly pray the churches to adopt 
such a course as shall soonest — in the light of Christian judgment — bring 
about the desired consummation, a national prohibitory liquor law. 

Resolved, That we subscribe to this principle, that the people should 
decide in all questions pertaining to the public welfare; and that this ques- 
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tion of constitutional prohibition in regard to the manufacture and sale of 
intoxicating liquors ought to be submitted to the popular vote, and that 
we should labor to bring about this result; and that as a Convention we 
approve of all most religious and legal measures which tend to the prohibi- 
tion of the liquor traffic. 

The report was accepted and ordered printed. 

The report of the Women’s Baptist Home Mission Union was 
read by Rev. J. V. Garton, accepted, and ordered printed with the 
Minutes; the report here follows: 

The Fourth Annual Meeting of the Woman’s Baptist Home Mission 
Union of Connecticut, was held in connection with the New Haven Bap- 
tist Association, at Meriden, October 6, 1886. 

It was one of October’s golden days, and drew out a large attendance of 
ladies. We were glad to have an opportunity of presenting our work to 
some who had not been interested before. 

Owing to the general depression of business at the beginning of the 
year there was some indication that it might be necessary to make a special 
effort to be able to meet our pledges. But we have again to gratefully 
acknowledge the receipt of sufficient money to meet our obligations and 
leave a balance in the Treasury of $88.13. Total cash receipts for the 
year were $882.05, value of boxes and barrels sent during the year, 
$417.15, making a total cash value of work done by the Union during the 
year, $1,299.20. Eight life members have been made during the year by 
the payment each of $25 00. 

The special work of the year was the continued support of Mrs. C. E. 
Becker of Benedict Institute, Columbia, S. C., also the partial support of 
Mr. Clafford, Swedish Missionary of Connecticut, under the auspices of 
the State Convention. Two young lady students at the Benedict Insti- 
tute received $25 each to assist them in their education, also Miss Scott, 
daughter of Rev. G-eo. Scott, of Nebraska, received $30 to enable her to 
complete her education and be able to assist her aged father and mother 
in their declining days. One Circle raised a special sum of over $30 as a 
memorial fund in memory of one of their members who died. 

The quarterly meetings have been well attended and very enjoyable. 
The first was held with the Washington Avenue Baptist Church, Bridge- 
port, January 21st. There was a very large attendance and the reports 
from Circles, and reading of letters from those who had received aid were 
unusually interesting. Mrs. Wisner of Bridgeport had recently visited 
Benedict Institute, and gave us a very interesting account of her visit, 
which seemed to bring us face to face with Mr. and Mrs. Becker, in their 
noble work. The second meeting was held with the ladies of Ansonia, at 
the house of Mrs. Wallace, April 15th. The hearty welcome of our hostess 
and interesting reports from Circles made it a delightful home meeting. 
Mrs. E. M. Jerome gave a very interesting and instructing address which 
was listened to very attentively., 
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Our mid-summer meeting was held July 15th, with the Grand Avenue 
Church, New Haven. Brisk showers in the moi'ning cleared the sultry 
air and made the afternoon delightful. A very large number of ladies 
gathered and were interested and inspired with fresh zeal for the work. 
About the usual reports from Circles were read, showing that the vacation 
season and warm weather had not entirely diminished the interest. 
Interesting addresses were given by Mr. Clafford, Mrs. J. Bixby Johnson, 
and Mrs. Becker. Each spoke of different classes and nationalities, yet all 
needing help in the same way, and the knowledge of the Saviour who died 
for all. At our annual meeting a very instructive map exercise on Mexico, 
was given by Mrs. Jerome, also a very interesting paper by Mrs. E. S. 
Wheeler on Mexico. 

We are proud to own Mrs. Becker as our worker; a noble woman, 
thoroughly fitted and consecrated to the work she is doing. Her success 
with the students in moulding their characters, in their studies, and in 
their industry is not to be excelled. Not in words is it possible to esti- 
mate the value of such a woman. We quote from her letters: 

“ I am always most interested in those who have shown energy and 
economy enough to earn and save some money for themselves; in fact, I am 
not inclined to help any other class. I want to do my best to cultivate in 
them the only true and worthy spirit for humanity to possess, independ- 
ence, a well-developed power to help themselves, and an unwillingness to 
take help from any one, when by any means their own labor could supply 
their need. Their long years of slavery, when there Avas no chance for 
them to help themselves, has cultivated in them to a terrible degree, a wil- 
lingness to be carried along by some other one’s labor and pains. I am 
sure that you will rejoice with me that our Lord has blessed us in the 
conversion of all our young women but one: we had eight unconverted 
ones and seven are now rejoicing in a new-found joy.” 

From letters received from students, we quote the following: 

_ “ I feel that our race of people are so much in darkness that they need 
aid to get out of this condition. I am studving to be a teacher. 1 know 
there is work I could do if I was able to do it. ' I am doing all I can to 
learn, that I may be able to help my dear people. I feel so very thankful 
for so many rich blessings that I am now enjoying, it seems as if I conld 
not tell you just how to thank you for your kindness. I hope it shall not 
be time and money thrown away, but shall prove a blessing to many, 
through me. 

“ We, as students, do highly appreciate our stay here at school, and 
enjoy our studies, trying to improve every golden opportunity, wasting 
not a minute. We cannot help but praise the Lord for what he has done 
for us, and what he is willing to do.” 

We have also enjoyed working with Mr. Clafford, he has proved that 
his labors have not been in vain. He has been not only Pastor to his peo- 
ple, but their daily counselor and friend, and the Lord has abundantly 
blessed him. He has now gone to Stockholm to finish his studies. 

During the year the Union has been bereft of some of its earnest 
Christian workers, by death: Mrs. Emmons and Mrs. Ives, of the Broad 
Street Church, Meriden, and Mrs. Bartholomew, President of the Ansonia 
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Circle. They are missed by their sisters with whom they worked, but 
have gone where there is no more sickness, nor sorrow, nor want. They 
had their lamps trimmed and burning, giving forth light to many who sit 
in darkness. 

We unanimously voted to continue the support of Mrs. Becker; also, 
appropriated $300 to a mission in Mexico. 

We hope to make an advance along the lines the coming year and 
enlarge the number of our circles. The calls for help are continually 
coming, and impress upon us the necessity of enlisting more of our sisters 
in this work. We therefore invite and urge the sisters who are not thus 
engaged to unite with us and so help advance the kingdom of our Lord 
and Saviour, Jesus Christ. 

Trusting in the same Fatherly care that has been with us and guided us 
in all our ways, we enter upon the work of the new year with fresh 
inspiration and zeal.

T. S- Samson, a committee was appointed, to 
draft a resolution on the retirement of Willis S. Bronson from the 
presidency, consisting of T. S. Samson, Rev. R. iV. Nordell, D.D., 
and Rev. J. V. Garton. 

The report of the Woman’s American Baptist Home Mission 
Society was read hy Mr. J. L. Denison, accepted, and ordered 
printed, as follows: 

Every lover of our Lord must be interested in all organizations that have 
for their object His coming kingdom and reign. This society therefore is 
glad to report this last year’s work as one of marked progress. The 
aggressive spirit manifested in all our schools deseives special mention. 
Limited time and space, however, permit me to barely notice the new 
schools organized ; and to refer you to the “ Home Mission Echo for 
reports, from month to month, of all our schools, as most stimulating 
Home Mission reading. Mexico, than which no more benighted land ex- 
ists, is stretching out her hand to us, her nearest neighbor, for the bread 
of life; in response we have been able to establish two additional schools, 
and to secure faithful Christian teachers. 

Alaska, that far-away land, within our own national territory, furnishes 
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a broad field for sowing the good seed of the kingdom. Recognizing this 
fact, we rejoice that our board has appointed Mrs. E. M. Roscoe, who will 
have charge of a school at Kadiah. 

Many changes have occurred among the society’s corps of workers. 
Changes in the board among its officers and local workers. In our own 
State, the removal of Dr. Herr to a distant State, necessitated the resigna- 
tion of our Vice-president in July. No one has yet been appointed to this 
vacant place. Mrs. Dewolf has been obliged to resign her position on 
account of her removal from the State ; and Mrs. Luther Spencer of 
Suffield, succeeds Mrs. Dewolf, as Director for the Hartford Association. 

Since the last annual report Mrs. S. G-. Silliman of White Mills, has been 
appointed Director, for the Fairfield Association. Those interested will 
find unerring signs of life in the Treasurer’s report, in the “Echo” ; as 
well as in the square of the same paper allotted to new auxiliaries. Con- 
necticut is favored with a noble band of faithful workers in all our asso- 
ciations. We bespeak for them, in the name of their Master, a still more 
cordial hearing from all our local churches. 

More meetings have been held this year in the interest of Home Missions 
than in any previous one. The recommendation to hold, in every associa- 
tion, an extra meeting during the middle of the year has been well received, 
and will doubtless soon obviate the necessity of the quarterly State 
meetings. 

I regret my inability to give you the valuation of contributions in cash 
and goods during the year just closed. These will be found, if all local 
circle officers have been faithful to their responsibilities, in the valuable 
statistical tables of our State Convention report.

Butrick, G-arner, Stone, Delano, 
Genung, Nordell, Goodwin, Elmer, J. P. Brown, Wheelock, 'Wake- 
man, Savage, Wheeler, Stubbert, and Brethren J. L. Howard and 
J. L. Denison; all earnestly advocating the measure, and pledging 
their moral and financial support. The vote was taken by rising, 
and was enthusiastically unanimous. 

Convention adjourned till 7.15. 


Tuesday Evening. 

A prayer and praise meeting was held for half an hour, led by 
Rev. H. P. Smith of Hartford, and participated in by several of the 
brethren. 

7.15 P.M., after an anthem by the choir of the church, and the 
singing of the congregational hymn, '' The Morning Light is 
Breaking,” the Scriptures were read by Rev. Wm. D. McKinney, 
and prayer was offered by Rev. A. G. Palmer, D.D. The hymn 
“ Jesus Shall Reign Where’er The Sun ” was sung by the congre 
gation. The annual sermon was then preached by Rev. G. W. 
Holman, from the text Matt, xxviii, 20, “ Lo, I am with you alway, 
even unto the end of the world.” The sermon was a forcible pre- 
sentation of the truth, illustrated by numerous citations from the 
history of church, in all ages, that Christ is ever present with His 
true disciples, supporting them in affliction, and giving them success 
in their work. After the sermon, prayer was offered by Rev. Mr. 
McWhinney of Cambridge, Mass., the benediction was pronounced 
by the preacher, and the Convention stood adjourned till Wednesday

The report of the Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society was read 
by Rev. W. H. Butrick, accepted, and ordered to be printed. 

REPORT OF THE WOMAN’S FOREIGN MISSIONARY SOCIETY. 

There has been so much of interest connected with oiir work in the State 
the past year, that we find it possible in the limited space allotted to this 
report, to give only a rapid glance at what has been accomplished. 

The annual meeting held last year in connection with the State Conven- 
tion, was one of great power and influence. It was in part devoted to a 
farewell service to our dear young sisters. Miss Rolman and Miss Bond, 
so soon to leave us for labor in heathen lands. Each of these sisters spoke 
of her call from the Master to this work, and of her joy in being permitted 
personally to labor for the heathen. 

In a few feeling words, one who had herself enjoyed the privilege of 
several years of labor among the Assamese, congratulated these young 
missionaries, on being sent as Christ’s messengers to tell the words of 
eternal life to those who had never heard of a Saviour’s love. The 
memory of this tender, impressive meeting, still lingers in many of our 
hearts, and we recall anew the promise we made, to pray for the dear ones 
who went out from us, and the earnest resolve to be henceforth ourselves 
more fully consecrated to the Master’s service. 

In April, the parent society held its annual meeting in Connecticut, for 
the first time, at New Haven. It was held two days, each session being 
fully attended. In addition to the officers of the Society, representatives 
were present from each of the twelve States, and the District of Colum- 
bia. Several returned missionaries added great interest to this meeting 
by their presence and account of their labors abroad. The last evening a 
public meeting was held to which gentlemen were invited, and thrilling 
addresses were made by Rev. E. W. Clark of Assam, Dr. Cushing of 
Burma; and Dr. Ashmore of China. This service closed one of the most 
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interesting and successful annual meetings held by the Woman’s 
Society. 

A special meeting was held in July at Crescent Beach in connection 
with the Bible School Union. The service was marked by the presence 
and power of the Holy Spirit. 

Associational Meetings. Each year those interested in our work in this 
State, value more and more the one hour set apart for the Woman’s 
Foreign Missionary meetings, that are held in connection with each of the 
Church associations. No other meetings have as yet met the peculiar 
need these meetings supply, especially in reaching the sisters in our 
smaller towns. 

The Woman’s Foreign Missionaiy Conferences. Those of the South- 
eastern Conference, Mrs. P. Nordell, President, have shown an increasing 
spiritual power. This was especially marked at their last annual meeting 
which was largely attended, and the spirit of the meeting was cheering 
and delightful. 

The regular meetings of the Hartford Conference, Mrs. G. M. Stone, 
President, were full of good tidings at their annual meeting held in Janu- 
ary. An interesting feature was given to the devotional service by setting 
apart one-half hour to special prayer for the missionary by name. 
Prayers from two to five minutes only in length, gave an opportunity for 
many to plead for specific ones. Not one minute was lost. It was a 
season of love and power. This conference, besides supporting Miss 
Watson, has by special gifts aided Miss Bond in her outfit, and supplied 
Miss Payne with a set of medical works. The most precious gift of all, 
they have given in sending their Secretary, Miss Bond, to Assam. The 
New Haven Conference has held its regular quarterly meetings. 
Pour hundred ladies were present at the annual meeting last March. 
This conference still gladly supports Mrs. Dr. Douglass of Rangoon, and 
Miss Gage now in this country, and through the Mission Bands, aids in 
the support of Miss Sheldon at Maulmain, and still has a surplus to send 
undesignated to the society in Boston. It was its privilege, by a special 
gift outside the Missionary offering, also to aid Miss Rolman, a member of 
the conference, in her last term at college and in her outfit. 

The Mission Bands number fifty-two. Two bands of “rope holders” 
have been organized, making three in all. We have not space to speak as 
we would like of these interesting intelligent bands and of the work they 
are doing. One band of young ladies has graduated, and gracefully 
entered the Woman’s Circle, where they “intend to work as faithfully as 
they did before.” 

The number of circles reported this year is seventy-six. The amount 
contributed is $3,639.56. The number of bands cannot be definitely 
given, over forty are reported. In addition to contributions not 
designated by them, they have paid the entire salary of Miss Sheldon of 
Maulmain. 

As we turn to the field abroad, we find Miss Belle Watson has again 
resumed her work at Banein, where she has so faithfully labored many 
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years. Mrs. M. C, Douglass, M.D., of Kemendine, witli untiring zeal and 
wonderful success continues her medical work, both among the missiona- 
ries and the natives who need her professional care. A few months ago, 
she was honored with the appointment of Superintendent of the Woman’s 
Hospital at Rangoon, by Lady Duffering which would have brought her 
both honor and emolument, but she declined the appointment on account 
of her health, and the restrictions which would prevent her having any 
part in teaching the gospel to the jDatients who should then come under 
her care. She will therefore continue her connection with our society, 
and labor as before, both for the school and in her profession. 

Miss Sheldon, after ten years or more of faithful service in the Girl’s 
School at Maulmain, will leave in March for rest and strength in her 
native land. We shall gladly welcome her home after her years of faith- 
ful toil, for a season of rest. 

Miss Rolman left New York for Japan last November, and reached her 
destination the last of December, and at once began the study of the lan- 
guage. She had been there only a few weeks when her associate. Miss 
Sands, left for America, leaving a burden of great responsibility on Miss 
Rolman, who has in her letters made an earnest appeal that a helper might 
be sent her from the young ladies of Connecticut. 

Who will go ? 

Miss Bond also sailed from New York in November, and reached Yura, 
Assam, her field of labor in February. She is making progress in the 
language, and preparing herself to win the Garos for Christ. 

The past year has been one of marked success on the foreign field in 
many of our missions, while in others bitter persecution is bearing fruit 
that brings the faithful converts nearer and dearer to Christ their Saviour. 
We read with new interest and with feelings of awe the wonderful pro- 
phesies of the inspired Isaiah, as we see their rapid fulfillment in the events 
now passing. “ I will make a way in the wilderness, and rivers in the 
desert,” proclaimed the prophet ages ago, and now from across the seas, 
the tidings are sent, “The whole world is now open to the messengers of 
the glorious gospel of the blessed God.” Again we turn to the book of 
Isaiah and read this shout of prophetic victory, “ Lift up your eyes round 
about and behold, all these come together to thee,” and the joyful refrain 
of praise and thanksgiving is borne to us from the various mission fields. 
Many of the heathen have forsaken their idols and worship only the 
living God.” Will the dark continent with its millions ever be enlight- 
ened ? The sweet psalmist of Israel replies, “ Ethiopia shall stretch forth 
her hands unto God,” and we now hear the fulfillment of this prophesy 
begun, “seven hundred Africans have found in Christ their Saviour, and 
the people are coming in crowds to lay down their idiols. Surely we are 
living in a time when, “ to be living is sublime,” living in a time when the 
Master calls us loudly into the open fields, and to improve the great oppor- 
funities now given us to win the heathen to Christ. Dear sisters, “who 
knoweth whether thou art come to the kindgdom for such a time as this ” ?

The committee on New Churches reported through Eev. J. E. 
Stubbert, as follows: 

The First Danish Church of New Haven, composed of thirty members, 
was organized during the past year, and recognized by a council convened 
in New Haven on October 4th. On the 7th of the same month they were 
received into the fellowship of the New Haven Association. Thus en- 
dowed they make application for membership in the Convention, and the 
committee unanimously recommend their reception. 

The report of the committee was accepted and adopted, and the 
President introduced Bro. Sorrensen, the delegate of the Danish 
church, commending the church to the sympathy and prayers of 
the churches of the State.

Mr. President and gentlemen of the Convention .• 

The Treasurer’s report now before you is the eleventh since my election 
to the office. At that time all that was transferred to me was the farm in 
Illinois. Since then there have been eight bequests, which, with the 
farm in Illinois, amount to $33,679.75; they have all been invested, and 
the interest has been promptly paid and disbursed to the parties for whom 
the bequests were made. 

The Arba Baldwin bequest of $593.62 has increased to $879.69, the 
interest to be paid to the widows and orphans of deceased Baptist minis- 
ters of this State. Deposited in the Society for Savings, Hartford. 

The Eber Dunham bequest of $4,500, $4,000 in the Society for Savings, 
and $500 in the Hartford National Bank, the income to be paid to the 
Baptist churches of Willington, Mansfield, Tolland, Andover, Stafford, 
Eastford, and South Ashford, according to the will. 

The bequest of Martha Rogers, of $500, is invested in real estate, at 7 
per cent, semi-annually, the interest to be given to feeble chuiches, to 
assist them to build meeting-houses. 

Lucinda Newton’s bequest of $1,243.86 has increased to $1,604.39, to 
build a church in Cheshire; if not built in ten years from her decease it 
becomes the property of the Convention, to be theirs forever. 
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The bequest of Esther N. Francis, of $900, $500 in the State Savings 
Bank of Hartford, $400 in the Farmers and Mechanics National Bank, 
Hartford, the income to be paid to the Baptist church in Wethersfield. 

Charles H. Chapman’s bequest of $6,500 is invested in Government 
Bonds, registered, $500 4 per cents., and $6,000 4| per cents. 

The bequest of Ann M. May, of $500, is invested in real estate, the in- 
come to be given to the Baptist church in Wethersfield. 

The Almira O. Cone bequest of $5,000 has been invested, by order of 
the Board, in real estate, interest at 7 per cent., semi-annually; one-half of 
the income to go to the Baptist church in Moodus, and the remainder to 
the Convention, to apply to such ends and purposes as the trustees may 
order. If the interest is not paid annually, or oftener, the bequest reverts 
to other parties.

AN ABSTRACT OF TPIE CONSTITUTION. 

Art. I. The name of this Society shall be “The Conference of 
Baptist Ministers in Connecticut.” 

Art. II. Every ordained Baptist minister, resident in Connec- 
ticut, and a member of a Baptist Church in Con- 
necticut, shall be a member of this Conference. 

Art. hi. The objects of this Conference shall be the union 
and usefulness of its members, and the relief of 
indigent and disabled Baptist ministers and their 
families. 

Art. IV. The annual meeting of the Conference shall be held 
on the Monday preceding the State Convention, 
and at the same place. 

Art. V. The Conference shall elect annually, by ballot, unless 
otherwise ordered, a President, Secretary, Treas- 
urer, and one Director from each Association in 
the State.

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CONSTITUTION^ 


OF THE 

Connecticut Baptist Education Society. 

9 


Article 1, This Society shall be known by the name of The 
Connecticut Baptist Education Society. 

Art. 2 . The object of this Society shall be to assist indigent young 
men, who are called of God to preach the Gospel, in acquiring such 
mental discipline and culture as shall render them more useful in the 
kingdom of Christ. 

Art. 3. The Society shall consist of such persons as pay into the 
treasury one dollar or more annually ; also of delegates from churches 
and auxiliary societies, which shall be entitled to representation at the 
annual meeting as follows, viz. : Every church and auxiliary society 
contributing to the funds of the society five dollars annually shall be 
entitled to one delegate, and those contributing ten or more dollars, 
two delegates ; the payment of fifteen dollars in advance shall, consti- 
tute membership for life. 

Art. 4. The officers of this Society shall consist of a President, two 
Vice-Presidents, a Secretary, a Treasurer, five Trustees, to be chosen 
annually iu any manner the Society may determine. 

Art. 5. The officers of this Society shall constitute an Executive 
Committee to manage the concerns of the Society during its recess, to 
control its funds; to examine and admit candidates for the benefit of 
the Society ; and at every annual meeting of the Society they shall 
make a faithful report of their doings the preceding year. 

Art. 6. The Secretary shall keep a record of the beneficiaries, and 
record the acts of the Society and of the Executive Committee. The 
Treasurer shall have charge of the current funds of the Society, giv- 
ing ample security for the same, and pay them out only to the order 
of the Secretary. His account shall always be open to the inspection 
of the Executive Committee. 

Art. 7. The annual meeting of the Society for the election of offi- 
cers and transaction of other necessary business shall be holden during 
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the week arid at the same place of each meeting of the Convention. 
Special meetings of the Society may be called by the President, at the 
request of five members of the Executive Committee. The business of 
the Society may be transacted at all regular meetings by a majority of 
the members present. 

Art. 8. Every person admitted to the benefits of this Society must 
be a member of some regular Baptist Church. He must produce a let- 
ter from said church, certifying his good standing, and their commend- 
ation of him as one called of God to the ministry. He must satisfy the 
Executive Committee that he possesses gifts promising usefulness in the 
work ; and he shall furthermore be recommended to the patronage of 
the Society by at least three regularly ordained ministers of the Baptist 
denomination. 

Art. 9. The personal services of those who are appointed to man- 
age the concerns of the Society shall be in all respects gratuitous. 

Art. 10. Ho alteration shall be made in the foregoing Constitution 
at any time, except at an annual meeting of the Society, or at a special 
meeting duly warned for that purpose.

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SIXTY-SEVENTH ANNUAL MEETING 

OP THE 

Connecticut Baptist Education Society. 


Waterbury, Oct. 20, 1886. 

The society was called to order at 10 a. m., by Vice-President 
J. L. Denison of Hartford. Devotional exercises were conducted 
by Revs. C. A. Piddock and S. Washington. Mr. Jabez Anis- 
bury of Danbury was appointed Recording Clerk. 

REPCfRT OF THE EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE. 

The report of the executive committee, read by the secretary, the 
Rev. C. A. Piddock, is as follows : 

The Executive Committee of the Connecticut Baptist Education Society 
make the following report: The Society has, this year, aided the following 
young men to prepare for the ministry : 

Benj. L. Herr, at Rochester Theological Seminary; F. Matzick, at Roch- 
ester Theological Seminary; E. W. Potter, at Rochester Theological Sem- 
inary; James A. Brown, Newton Theological Institution; A. E. Scoville, 
Newton Theological Institution; J. O. Bergh, Crozer Theological Semi- 
nary; Messiah Mesropian, Crozer Theological Seminary; L. B. Curtis, 
Hamilton Theological Seminary; Walter V. Gray, Amherst College ; Har- 
vy M. Ives, Colby Academy; E. M. Gallup, Connecticut Literary Institu- 
tion; Hiram E. Smith, Connecticut Literary Institution. 

J. O. Bergh, F. Metzick, B. L. Plerr, and James A. Brown have all 
completed their theological studies and entered upon the work of the 
ministry. They are very grateful for the assistance given them by the 
society. Owing to a lack of funds we have not been able to assist all 
who have applied to us for aid. On account of failure to receive any 
income from the funds invested by the treasurer the amount of money at 
our disposal to aid worthy students for the ministry has been much less 
than last year, and unless some measures be taken to raise additional funds 
the work of the society will necessarily be circumscribed. As is well 
known, a large part of those who are called to the ministry are in indigent 
circumstances. The Church prays that men may be sent as laborers into 
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the Master’s vineyard, and is it not a part of our duty to aid in prepara- 
tion those who give themselves to the ministry ? It is the testimony of 
those who have made a careful examination of the subject, that the num- 
ber of those who are now in college, and preparing for the ministry, is 
much less than formerly. In the International Review for August, 1881, 
Dr. Strong states the decrease of the number of ministerial graduates in 
several leading colleges in the first and last decades of, their history to he 
as follows: At Yale, from 70 to 11 per cent. ; at Amherst, from 61 to 26; 
at Williams, from 69 to 15; at Hamilton College, from 38 to 23; at Brown 
University, from 39 to 19; at Rochester, from 46 to 17. Rev. Dr. Patteson 
states in the same review that 16 Baptist Colleges which a few years ago 
had 1,694 students with 408 ministerial, have now 1,582 with 294 ministe- 
rial students. The fact is that almost every other profession or calling 
presents more attractions to men than the ministry ; though there has never 
been a grander time to preach the Gospel than now. Let the churches be 
ready to aid those who are called of God to enter his service. Two young 
men who have by their own efforts prepared for college and have just 
entered Brown University, have applied to us to help them in their prepa- 
rations for the ministry. They are said to be young men of unusual 
promise. We cannot help because we have not the means. Some of the 
brightest and best men in the ministry have been aided by this Society — 
men who h^ve been the means under God of winning tens of thousands 
to the Truth, and shall the work now languish from lack of means ? Let 
this matter appeal to the hearts and consciences of the pastors, as never 
before. 

Again, we need to encourage young men to take a full course of study 
in their pi'eparation for the ministry. Rev. A. J. Bassett, in his report 
on Education before the New York Convention last year, said: 

“ Given a man of genuine piety who at the same time has a good utter- 
ance, a well-cultured mind, an honest spirit of work, good health, and 
sterling common sense, with the courage of his convictions — qualities all 
of which ought not to be phenomenal in a minister of the Gospel, and he 
would be besieged forthwith by letter and personal appeal by pulpit com- 
mittees from a score of churches in our great centers of population and of 
influence, to secure him as pastor. Hamilton and Rochester cannot begin 
to supply the demand made upon them every year. They have not the 
men. It is not their fault. They could train, and are ready to train, 
thrice the number they have without the expenditure of an additional 
dollar, and they would be glad to have every one of them possessed of 
the highest order of intellect ; but neither the numbers nor the rank are 
forthcoming. Some in every class are equal to any call that will he likely 
to be made upon them. But the demand is for scores when they can only 
furnish an occasional one.” 

Among the causes which seem to your committee to have contributed 
to a dearth of ministerial students the following may be mentioned: 

Pecuniary inability. The majority of students for the ministry have 
already spent seven years in school, three in preparing for college, and 
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four in completing the college course. During these years, from the 
nature of the case, they have been able to earn very little towards their 
support. When they leave college it is often with a heavy burden of 
debt. Then to face three years more of helpless dependence is a mighty 
trial to their faith. They must have clothes; they must have books; they 
must have bread; they must answer the social demands that are made 
upon them. To do all this the best we have been able to do is to give 
them the paltry sum of $130 from the beneficiary funds supplied by the 
churches. Suppose now a young man is thinking of fitting for college 
with a view, after college, of the ministry. It means a straight pull for 
ten years, without money or the time to earn it. Shall we wonder that 
the conscientious, sensitive young man hesitates to enter the course? 

The committee would urge upon all pastors to encourage young men 
who seem to give promise of usefulness in the Christian ministry to make 
thorough preparation for that work. 

The Institution at Sufiield still needs the sympathies of the churches. 
In order to compete with other schools of like grade it must have addi- 
tional endowment. No school at the present day can well maintain a high 
rank among the academies of the country without such an endowment as 
shall enable its officers to secure the best talent in the various departments 
of instruction. The competition of other schools is so great that nothing 
like the number of students now attend academies that did a few years 
ago. As we have only one school in Connecticut it ought not to he sur- 
passed by any academy in the land. The condition and needs of the 
school will be fully explained by Hon. J. L. Howard, President of the 
Board of Trustees. 

It was with great pleasure that we received Rev. Dr. Weston’s accept- 
ance of our invitation to address us at this our annual meeting. 

Rev. C. A. Piddock, who has served the Society as Secretary for the 
past four years, on account of his pastoral duties, declines a re-election, 
and it will be necessary for the Society to choose his successor. 

All of which is respectfully submitted on behalf of the Board.

This report was discussed with great interest, brethren Butrick, 
Stone, H. P. Smith, Piddock, Garton, Howard, and others taking 
part. It was urgently advocated and finally decided, that an effort 
be made at once to raise funds to relieve the embarrassment of the 
Board. One hundred dollars was given to meet the year’s defi- 
ciency, and a large number of persons paid one dollar to become 
life-members. Cash and pledges amounted to $450.00,

When a young man applies for aid he is required to present a letter from 
his church in substance as follows : 

This Certifies that Mr. is a regular member of 

the Baptist Church in this town ; that he sustains a good moral 

and religious character ; that in the judgment of this church he is called 
by the Lord to the Christian ministry ; and that he possesses talents 
which, with a good education, would render him useful in this sacred 
work. He is therefore, being indigent, recommended to the Connecticut 
Baptist Education Society for their patronage.

This certificate must be endorsed by three regularly ordained ministers 
of the Baptist denomination, in addition to the signatures of the clerk and 
pastor of the church of which the applicant is a member.
